CONSTITUTION 

Article  1. 

This  Association  shall  be  called  and  known 
as  The  Edmonton  Pioneers  and  Northern  Al- 
berta Old  Timers'  Association.    It  is  designed 
to  be,  and  is,  a  social  and  benevolent  Associa- 
tion, and  its  objects  are:  To  cultivate  a  social 
intercourse*  among  its  members,  form  a  more 
perfect  union  among  its  members  and  create  a 
fund  for  charitable  purposes  on  their  behalf;  to 
collect  and  preserve  information  connected  with 
the  early  settlement  and  subsequent  history  of 
the  Province;  to  collect  and  preserve  in  authen- 
tic form  a  library  of  books,  pamphlets,  maps, 
charts,  manuscripts,  papers,  paintings,  photo- 
graphs and  other  materials  illustrative  of  the 
history  of  the  Province  of  Alberta;  to  rescue 
from  oblivion  the  memory  of  its  early  pioneers 
and  to  obtain  and  preserve  narratives  of  their 
exploits,  perils  and  adventures;  to  promote  the 
study  of  the  history  of  the  Province  and  to 
diffuse  and  publish  information  as  to  its  past 
and  present  condition  and  resources,  and  in  all 
appropriate  matters  to  advance  the  interests 
and  perpetuate  the  memory  of  those  whose 
sagacity,  energy  and  enterprise  induced  them 
to  settle  in  the  West. 

Article  2. 

The  headquarters  of  the  Association  shall 
be  located  in  the  City  of  Edmonton;  but  for 
the  better  carrying  out  of  its  aims  and  objects, 
Uranch  Associations,  in  affiliation  with  the  par- 
ent body,  may  be  established  at  such  points 
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within  the  Province  North  of  Township  48  as 
in  the  opinion  of  the  executive  of  the  Associa- 
tion may  be  necessary. 

Article  3. 

The  persons  eligible  to  become  members  of 
the  Association  shall  be  men  and  women,  who, 
on  or  before  the  31st  day  of  December,  1890, 
settled  or  resided  in  the  Province  of  Manitoba, 
the  North  West  Territories,  or  who,  prior  to 
the  31st  day  of  December,  1895,  settled  in  or 
became  residents  of  that  part  of  the  North 
West  Territories  now  known  as  the  Province  of 
Alberta  or  as  the  Province  of  Saskatchewan  or 
of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  ^d  t^g 
descen(i9i}t9  of  all  such  r"-°""^  upon  rga^hing 
the  age  of  twenty-one  yMrSr  ^ 

Honorary  members  may  be  admitted  to 
membership  without  these  qualifications  in  ac- 
cordance with  such  provisions  as  may  be  made 
in  the  by-laws. 

Article  4. 

Any  person  duly  qualified,  desirous  of  be- 
coming a  member  of  this  Association  shall  be 
entitled  to  membership  upon  satisfying  the 
executive  committee  that  he  fulfills  the  quali- 
fying conditions  laid  down  in  Article  3  hereof, 
and  for  such  purpose  he  shall  file  a  statement 
with  the  Secretary  giving  full  particulars  as  to 
the  date  of  his  arrival  to  reside  or  settle  in 
Manitoba  or  the  North  West  Territories  and 
such  other  particulars  as  may  be  deemed  nec- 
essary. 

Article  5. 

Any  person  who  proves  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Executive  Committee  that  he  has  been  a 
member  in  good  standing  of  some  Old  Timers' 
Association  west  of  the  Great  Lakes,  may,  on 
production  of  satisfactory  proof  thereof  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  become  affiliated  with 
this  Association. 
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Article  6. 

Each  person  on  admission  to  membership  in 
this  Association  shall  pay  such  fees  a*;  shall 
from  time  to  time  be  prescribed  by  the  by- 
laws, and  all  funds  arismg  therefrom  or  from 
donations  (unless  such  donations  are  uriven  for 
other  specific  purposes)  shall,  after  the  cu»- 
rent  expenses  of  the  Association  have  been 
paid,  be  devoted  solely  to  the  purposes  for 
which  in  Article  1  it  is  declared  that  this  As- 
sociation is  instituted. 

Article  7. 

The  Ofiicers  of  the  Association  shall  consist 
of  an  Honorary  President,  President,  three 
Vice-Presidents,  a  Physician,  a  Chaplain,  a 
Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  Auditor,  and  an 
Executive  Committee  to  consist  of  twelve  or 
more  members,  the  number  to  be  decided  at 
each  annual  meeting. 

Article  8. 

The  Annual  "Round  Up"  and  Meeting  of 
the  Association  for  the  election  of  Officers  shall 
be  held  at  Edmonton  at  such  date  as  the  Ex- 
ecutive may  determine,  and  at  such  meeting 
the  annual  reports  of  the  Officers  of  the  As- 
sociation shall  be  made.  Special  or  extraor- 
dinary meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be 
called  by  the  President  on  ten  days'  notice,  at 
such  times  as  he  shall  deem  necessary  or  at  the 
request  of  fifteen  members  of  the  Association, 
such  request  having  been  first  presented  to  and 
approved  by  the  Executive  Committee. 


Article  9. 

The  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot,  and  shall  hold  office  for  one 
year  and  until  their  successors  are  elected. 
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Article  10. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  conduct  and 
manage  the  affairs  of  the  Association  and  shall 
meet  for  business  at  the  call  of  the  President 
and  a  majority  of  the  Committee  may  fill  any 
vacancies  which  may  occur  in  its  own  body. 
The  President,  the  Secretary  and  the  Treasurer 
shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Committee, 
ten  of  whom  must  be  present  to  form  a  quorum 
lor  the  transaction  of  business. 

Article  11. 

.  J?®  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings 
of  this  Association,  and  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, and  shall  determine  the  order  of  busi- 
ness in  each.  He  shall  strictly  enforce  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws.  He 
shall  sign  all  resolutions  and  orders  passed  by 
the  Executive  Committee.  He  shall  neither 
make  nor  second  any  motions  or  resolutions 
nor  take  part  in  any  debate  while  in  the  chair, 
we  shall  inspect  and  announce  the  result  of  all

One  of  the  Vice-Presidents,  or  a  member  elected 
as  Chairman  m  the  absence  of  the  President 
may  exercise  the  same  power  and  authority  as 
the  President. 

Article  12. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  correct  minutes 
of  all  meetings  of  the  Association  and  Execu- 
tive  Committee;  shall  record  its  By-Laws  in  a 
book  kept  solely  for  that  purpose;  shall  pre- 
serve a  register  of  the  names  of  all  members; 
shall  be  respinsible  for  the  safe  keeping  of  all 
the  books  and  papers  belonging  to  the  Associa- 
tion; shall  present  report  at  the  anuual  meet- 
ing each  year;  shall  whenever  directed  by  the 
President  give  the  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee  proper  notices  of  all  meetings  and 
perform  the  duties  of  Corresponding  Secretary. 
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Article  13. 

The  Secretary  shall  report  the  names  of  all 
members  m  arrears  to  the  Association  immedi- 
ately preceding  the  Election  of  Officers.  He 
or  she  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  he  or  she 
sha  record  all  receipts  and  disbursemenU  and 
shall  report  the  same  annually  or  at  such  per- 
iods as  the  Association  may  require  it. 

Article  14. 

,  .-^Py  "«"|**er  ™ay  withdraw  from  member- 
f  Fi.*"c;"®  Society  by  giving  notice  in  writing 
to  the  Secretary.  Upon  receipt  of  such  notice 
by  the  Secretary  his  membership  in  the  Society 
snail  cease. 

Article  15. 

viot?In°?®//  *^""*y  **'  misconduct,  upon  con- 
viction  (after  a  proper  investigation)  may  be 
expelled,  suspended,  fined  or  reprimanded  bv 
a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at 
any  meeting  of  the  Association,  provided  there 
be  not  less  than  twenty-five  members  present- 
and  any  Officer  of  the  Association  may  be  re' 
moved  from  his  or  her  office  by  the  Executive 
Committee  for  such  cause  as  in  its  opinion  it 
may  be  deemed  sufficient 

(2)  In  case  any  complaint  made  against  a 
member  for  misconduct,  the  President  shall 
appoint  a  committee  of  five  to  investigate  the 
matter  of  the  complaint.  The  committee  shall 
hear  the  complainant  and  the  member  charged 
and  such  evidence  as  they  may  produce,  and 
shal  report  Its  findings  to  the  Sext  general 
meeting  of  the  Association. 

Article  16. 

nf  2!  ?**"'*•  1^*"  ^  borrowed  upon  the  credit 
of  the  Association  except  under  a  resolution  of 
an  extraordinary  meeting  duly  called  for  that 
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purpose  and  at  which  at  least  fifty  members 
are  present.  Provided  always  that  the  Presi- 
dent and  Secretary  with  consent  of  a  majority 
of  the  Executive  Committee  may  from  time  to 
time  borrow  a  sum  or  sums  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars  and  may  give  a  promissory 
note  or  other  security  of  the  Society  for  the 
sum  or  sums  so  borrowed. 

Article  17. 

The  Auditor  shall  fi-om  time  to  time  but 
at  least  half-yearly,  audit  the  books  and  ac- 
counts of  the  Society  and  of  the  officers  there- 
of and  make  a  report  thereon  to  the  next  an- 
nual "Round  Up"  and  meeting.  All  officers  of 
the  Association  shall  produce  and  show  to  the 
Auditors  all  books,  accounts,  vouchers  and 
documents  in  their  custody  relating  to  the 
affairs  of  the  Association. 

Article  18. 

The  Executive  Committee  may  adopt  a 
common  seal  for  the  Association  and  alter  and 
change  the  same  at  its  pleasure.  The  seal  shall 
be  in  the  custody  of  the  Secretary,  who  shall 
affix  the  same  only  to  such  papers  and  writ- 
ings as  the  Executive  Committee  or  the  annual 
or  an  extraordinary  meeting  shall  direct.  The 
affixacion  shall  be  attested  by  the  President  or 
one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  and  Secretary  or 
person  acting  in  his  place. 

Article  10. 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  rescinded, 
altered  or  added  to  except  by  an  extraordinary 
resolution  of  the  Association  passed  at  an  an- 
nual or  general  meeting,  of  which  written 
notice  shall  have  been  given  to  the  members 
at  least  ten  days  prior  thereto,  at  which  time 
there  shall  be  not  less  than  one-tenth  of  the 
members  present. 
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BY-LAWS 
Article  1. 

Each  person  on  admission  as  a  member  of 
this  Association  shall  pay  into  the  Treasury 
the  amount  of  the  dues  for  the  then  current 
year,  and  shall  agree  to  abide  by  the  terms  of 
the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Associa- 
tion. He  or  she  shall  furnish  the  Secretary 
with  full  particulars  of  his  or  her  place  of 
birth,  residence,  occupation  and  to  the  best  of 
his  or  her  belief  the  date  of  his  or  her  arrival 
to  settle  or  reside  in  Manitoba  or  the  North 
West  Territories. 

Article  2. 

Any  person  who  shall  become  a  member  by 
making  a  false  statement  of  the  time  of  his  or 
her  arrival  in  Manitoba  or  the  North  West 
Territories  shall  be  expelled  from  the  Associa- 
tion and  shall  forfeit  any  amount  he  or  she 
may  have  paid. 

Article  3. 

On  payment  of  Twenty-Five  Dollars  by  any 
member,  he  or  she  shall  be  released  from  all 
further  payments  of  fees,  and  shall  be  con- 
sidered a  life  member  of  the  Association. 

Article  4. 

Every  member  of  the  Association  shall  pay 
mto  the  Treasury  of  the  Association  the  sum 
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of  Two  Dollars  annually  in  advance  on  or  be- 
fore the  annual  meeting,  Fifty  Cents  of  which 
sum  shall  be  deposited  in  a  special  account  for 
relief  and  contingent  purposes  only,  to  be  used 
and  disbursed  by  the  Executive  Committee  at 
their  discretion. 

Article  5. 

Any  member  who  may  be  in  arrears  for  fees 
shall  be  ineligible  to  office,  and  shall  not  be 
entitled  while  in  anrear  to  vote  at  any  meeting 
or  to  enjoy  the  privileges  of  this  Association 
in  any  manner.  But  the  Executive  Committee 
upon  being  satisfied  that  any  worthy  member 
of  the  Association  is  unable  for  the  time  be- 
ing to  pay  the  fees  hereinbefore  prescribed 
shall  have  power  to  remit  the  same. 

Article  6. 

Whenever  the  Executive  Committee  is  noti- 
fied that  any  Officer  of  the  Association  residing 
in  the  Province  is  absent  therefrom,  and  has 
been  absent  for  a  longer  period  tiian  three 
months,  the  Committee  may  thereupon  declare 
the  office  vacant,  and  appoint  some  o^er  mem- 
ber to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Article  7. 

Each  member  when  speaking  shall  address 
the  Presiding  Officer  and  when  called  to  order 
by  him  or  her  shall  immediately  take  his  or 
her  seat;  but  he  or  she  may  appeal  against 
such  order  and  the  majority  of  the  members 
present  may  reverse  it. 


Article  8. 

In  debate  no  member  shall  be  personal  in 
his  or  her  remarks. 
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Article  9. 

All  motions  (if  required  by  the  Chair) 
shall  be  made  in  writing  and  read  by  the  mov- 
er in  his  or  her  seat  before  being  offered. 

Article  10. 

The  Association  may  elect  as  Honorary 
Members,  such  persons  only  as  shall  have 
rendered  important  services  to  the  Associa- 
tion, or  to  the  Country;  but  no  person  shall  be 
elected  as  Honorary  Member  who  has  not  at 
some  time  resided  in  Alberta. 

Article  11. 

In  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  office 
of  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary  or 
Treasurer  of  the  Association,  the  Executive 
Committee  shall  have  power  to  fill  such  vac- 
ancy until   the  next  annual  meeting. 

In  case  of  the  absence  or  illness  of  any 
officer  the  Executive  Committee  may  appoint 
any  member  to  fill  his  office  for  such  time  as 
they  consider  necessary. 

Article  12. 

The  President  on  being  notified  of  the  de- 
cease of  any  member  shall  make  all  necessary 
arrangements  for  the  representation  of  the 
Association  at  the  funeral. 

Article  13. 

On  a  member  being  reported  sick,  or  in 
need,  the  President  shall  appoint  a  visiting 
committee  who  shall  have  power  to  tender 
assistance,  if  needed,  and  report  thereon  to  the 
Executive  Committee. 
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Article  14. 

Twenty-five  members  of  the  Association 
shall  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business  other  than  altering  the  Constitution 
or  By-Laws  or  borrowing  money. 

Article  15. 

All  members  shall  be  entitled  after  admis- 
sion to  a  Certificate  of  Membership,  signed  by 
the  President  and  Secretary. 

Article  16. 

These  By-Laws  shall  not  be  rescinded,  al- 
tered or  added  to  except  by  an  extraordinary 
resolution  of  the  Association  passed  at  an  an- 
nual or  a  general  meeting  of  which  written 
notice  shall  have  been  given  to  the  members 
at  least  ten  days  prior  thereto,  at  which  meet- 
ing there  shall  be  not  less  than  one-tenth  of 
the  memberig  of  the  Association  present. 

Article  17. 

The  Secretary  shall  at  least  ten  days  prior 
to  the  Annual  "Round  Up"  or  meeting  or  any 
extraordinary  meeting,  mail  to  every  member 
a  notice  stating  the  time  and  place  thereof,  and 
shall  set  out  in  the  notice  any  proposed  amend- 
ments to  the  Constitution  or  By-Laws,  or  any 
proposed  borrowing  of  any  money. 
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
